The prpsideiit Iihh MirnwM off hiK 
aiual retiervi! in discuKsint; the peudiug 
currency bill witli nieMil>erH of cougre.-is 
Chairman Springer of the eurrcncy 
committee, H(-pre,sentative <'ull>or8on 
kud several otlior leadora have called a 
the White House of late, aud hifve 
talked at length with the preHident ou 
the currency ([uestiou. In thoso talks 
Mr. Cl'ivelaiid li.is iir^ed tlio groat need 
of paMSiug some loi iu of cmreuoy legii*' 
latiou. 

Ho ha.s iw)inted out that tho C^arlisle 
bill wa.s not a reform of every existing 
evil of t)i(! financial systern, any more 
than tlie taritt bill was a rnniplete reali 
ZAticju of the hopes of tariff reform. Vet 
in the judgment of the president, the 
Carlible bill was a step iu' tha right di 
rectioii, aud with that aooomplished 
there waa hope of progreiainjg until the 
flnauoial tTiteni waa perfected aterery 
point. 

Mr. Clcvolaud expressed his approval 
of the Cwlisle bill as a whole and in de 
tail. He did not point out to his callers 
anything that he regarded as a flaw iu 
it. He expressed the ho)>e that it woold 
receive I'uvorable aud speedy action.

PcSr intee than 90 years she 
has been perhaps the leading figure 
anioug the woiueii of Michigan iu toui- 
perauue aud niirisioiiary work and in ad 
vuoatiug roforms teudiug to the uioral 
elerationH of both sexes. As a lectnrtn- 
and louder iu the National Wouiuu's 
c iui-tiau 'rciiijieraiiei- uuiou she wa.i 
nearly u.s well l^uowu iu other states us 
in Michigau.

However, this 
may be, certain it is that the 33-inch, 
the Sr)-iuch and tho 87-inch mills are a 
dowu. Tlie wijrkers say none of liie 
83-iuch men have signed aud only a 
limited unuiber iu the others. 

At Braddook, where the ore handlers 
are on a strike, a meeting was held 
last night by the men aud the oommittee 
whioh oonfentNi with Snperinteudeut 
Oayley. The company's ultimatum 
waa made known and out of 400 men 
present, only six voted to aocnpt it.

(fifteen monthn) between collection of 
taxee, caused by charter changes, the city 
has managed to hold her own, and now 
has fair prospects of reducing her debt 
the coming year.

The 
Nport favora ratranchmant In aavaral de- 
partmanta, aapadally in rapaiia to atraeta. 
Brick streets, he thought, could be un- 
dertaken at a much lees yearly expendi- 
toia than under present arrangements. 
He suggested that the ordinances of the 
city be codified aa soon aa possible to con- 
form to the new law, and that new ones 
\m anacted where required. He closed 
with a statement that hia books are open 
at all times for Council's inspection.

A Very Simple Way of Aroldiaf On* 
of Winter's OraTost Oaagorft. 

[KxcllHIIKV.J 

Aa the season is now on when the 
bald, the thin-Llooded and those whose 
rheumatics always are in evidence when 
the glass is in the neighborhood of SO 
degrees start in to look about for 
draughts in the house. ISeveral weeks 
ago, in the fall of the year, says a writer 
in the Boston Transcript, I was sick for 
weeks, and when at last I was able to 
sit up in my sitting-room, which faced 
the northwest, during the daytime, and 
wishing to see the paeeers-by, I had a 
place near a large window. "The room 
nad an open grate also furnace lieat, 
and the thermometer ea.sily ref^istered 
70 to 75 lU'ijreeH, but with all tins warmth 
there was a tlinught as I tliou^iht— on 
my head and neck. Every one said the 
cold air came in at the- window sash. I 
sent for the weather-strip man, and, of 
course, lie discovered or thought he did 
- the cause, and put on his rubber mold- 
ing, so tiiat the sash when closed was 
tight. "Now."' he said, "yon will have 
no more trouble in that direc tion." 

Tlie next cold snap the same old gnle 
of wind a]>p('ared. When my doctor 
came I spoke to him in regar<l to it, w hen 
he informed me that it was not the cold 
air from the outside that J felt, but the 
warm air of the room, which went to the 
top of the w indow, struck the cold glass, 
cooled and tlien " fell down " as the cold 
air would had not the casing been air 
ti^hl. He then said: "Drop your cur- 
tain about a third and keep it there " 
1 did as he directed and then the gale 
stopped, and I had no trouble aft«r that. 
He told me that the same trouble existed 
in most houses, even those that were well 
heated in the balls and chambers, the 
iieat going to the top, cooling and falling 
back, 60 that one coming from a warm 
room downstain and going up would 
think that there must m windows open 
above. Of conrse double windows would 
remedy this cooling off process in the 
rooms, but with the curtains down a lit- 
tle they prevent the instant cooling of 
the warm air, and these " draughts '"are 
about during the dav more than at night 
and always less in the room where there 
is a lamp. Why? Simply, when you 
light your lamps or the gas, you draw 
down the shades and the heat does not 
strike the cold glass.
